To the Newark City Council. Newark, Ohio: 


Gentlemen—It is not necessary for me to repeat in 


this communication iny profound regret over the shock- 
ing tragedy of Friday night, July 8. 1910. All Newark 
deplores the crime that was then committed, and none 
mure keenly feels the disgrace that has come to Newark 
than I. 


It is not necessary to discuss the details leading up 


to the lynching of Car; Ktlieriiiiiton. T-ae fact is a hei- 
nous crime was committed and Newark must atone for 
it. Newark's business interests demand a speedy ad- 
justment of affairs, ami I am readv and willing and 
glad to sacriiice mv personal interests for the public 
welfare. 


The crime of Julv 8th was caused bv the importa- 


tion to Newark of :i hand of detectives from 
another 


city. Thev came anued to teeth and by their raids so 
intiamed the people that when blood was shed iu the 
AVm. Howard case .the lynrliing followed. 
H these 


nu-n had not been sent here, if the warrants had been 
served bv local people, the tragedy of last Friday would 
not have occurred. 


In mv official capacity T did what T thought 1 should 


do and believed 1 was following the wishes of the ma- 
jority who elected me. On the <la\ and evening of the 
lynching L did not anticipat e serious trouble. 
I went to 


the iail and talked to the crowd, counseling order, and 
1 left the scene with .-oniide-n.-e that nothing serior,.- 
\vouldoccur. Had 1 reason to fear an outbreak, doe* 
run man do me the injustice to think that 1 would have 
left the scene and gone to m v home .' 


I was honest in mv statement to Governor Har- 


mon, honest in mv statement to the press. I am honest 
in mv statement now that L did on Friday what 1 believ- 
ed to be right. 


Mv intention was to carry my case to the governor 


and to" prove to him the honesty of mv purpose, but in 
the present publi.- agitation \ have decided to remove 
myself from the controversy so tar as possible. I <h> it 
tor the good of Newark—the old town that has repeat- 
edly honored me in the past. 
I love Newark and her 


people, and would make anv sacritice in their beiiall. 
The time has come for me to act. and I therefore ve- 
spectfullv tender to von mv resignation as mayor 
ol 


Newark, Ohio, to take effect at once.

"I would like to have a really good 


tiroe once in a while." writes a young 
girl, "but I very seldom do, as I can- 
not afford to spend much money. 
What does life hold for me?" 


It's plaintive, this letter. In that 


young folks do crave and should 
have pleasure, and evidently this girl 
has little; plaintive in the smallness 
of the world she has unknowingly 
created for herself. Rather, she has 
shut herself 
into an 
exceedingly 


small, narrow space, and thinks it is 
all of the world, unconscious of the 
great joyous universe outside and all 
around that might be hers. If she 
would walk out into it. 
She wants "a really good time, 


rfhe says, but she doesn't specify 
•what Is her Idea of a really good 
time. • .Put as she Is young and full 
of life, one can Imagine that she 
would like to go to a dance, wear a 
pretty frock, and dance every dance 
on the program; or be taken to the 
theater by an exceedingly nice young 
man; or be one of a jolly little picnic 
party. A desire for all such things 
Is natural to youth, and under right 
conditions, none of them Is harmful 
They supply the pleasure youth 
craves and are Just es necessary to 
a healthy, normal life as certain 
foods are to the body. The pHy of 
It Is that girls in the circumstances 
of 
Uiu vr.ter cannot enjoy theso 
pleasures except amid surroundings 
that are probably harmful- 
But since, from her letter, she evi- 


dently cannot have these pleasures, 
t7hat then shall she do? Shall she 
elt and repine and grow bitter and 
discontented? This will accomplish 
u^hing. and cut her off still further 
frnm 
pleasant acquaintances and 


friends. Rather, she should, like the 
clucky American girl she undoubted- 
fv is, face the situation and see what 
can be extracted even from her pres- 
ent condition In the way of good 
times. 
She evidently does not know the 


real enjoyment to be found in simple 
pleasures.' Here Is where she needs 
to step outside ber little world. The 
srfsp^t may not look inviting, but 
3nce ?h° has broken through the wall 
the has built around herself and ven- 


tnred into it1? big wondrous world 
outside, she £will be jteifgbted at the 
pleasures thatrare hers on all sides 
for the taking. 
A walk in the country vrilh close 


observation of the flowers, fhe sky. 
the scenery, or on the city streets 
with a study of thei*eopTe-, -will prove 
most enjoyable. She may think she 
does not care for walking, that thera 
Is no fun in anything of this kind. 
She may even need to exert her will 
to begin seeking pleasure In this 
guise. But she should make the ef- 
fort and make the start- Xot many 
walks will be taken before she will 
find in them keen delight. 
She may be no reader, but let her 


compel herself to get really good 
books and magazines, and to read 
them carefully. They can be secured 
at 
public libraries without 
cost- 


Make a study of some good writer, 
of some one subject, or country, or 
historical epoch. She will be sur- 
prised how her Interest and pleasure 
In this sort of thing will grow. The 
knowledge thus gained will bring ac- 
quaintances interested In the same 
things, and many pleasant friend- 
ships will result. A big and inter- 
esting world can be opened to her 
by books. If she has hitherto shut 
herself out from it, she has no Idea 
of the pleasure in store for her. 
The same Is true of pictures. Art 
galleries are open on Sundays in 
most large cities, and an hour or 
two there of an afternoon studying 
perhaps only one or two pictures, 
means another world of enjoyment 
for her to explore. 
There is much in the way of good 


times ahead of this girl, even if she 
cannot afford to spend money, if she 
•will wake tip and walk out Into the 
•worlds of plea-sure awaiting her. 


Then she should get an occupation 


that is a delight^o hfr, not one that 
Is only drudgery. She may be some 
lime seeking it, even preparing for 
It: but when she finds it, her days 
will be filled with joy. For when one 
Is doing the work one loves, there la 
a song in the heart all the day, and 
life holds so much the cup brims 
over.

GATHERING PRUNES. 


The Fruit Is Never Picked, but !• Al- 


lowed to Fall to the Ground. 


A peculiarity of primes is that they 


are never picked from the trees, but 
are allowed to fall to the ground. Tha 
reason is that a prune must be dead 
ripo, with all its sugar developed, or it 
wiil not cure properly. Therefore the 
grottnd under the trees is carefully pre- 
pared and leveled to make a soft, 
smooth bed for the failing fruit. Gath- 
ering the fallen prunes is a staple in- 
dustry in Ausust and September. Boys 
nnd girls and often entire families are 
fin ployed in it, camping to the or- 
chards. 


Being gathered, the prunes are rolled 


d"Tvn troughs full of tiny needles that 
prick their skins. They are then dip- 
pod in a hot soiution containing lye. 
Trhich cleauses them, and rinsed In 
rrj'-a water. Xext they are put In 
broad, shallow wooden trays and laid 
in the sun for two or three weeks.. 
This sun drying practically converts 
them into the staple prunes of com- 
merce and of boarding bouse jotees. 
At the packing house they are assort- 
ed as to size by a machine which 
shakes them over a huze sieve. The 
farther tbe prune travels over the 
<=ieve the lara-T tbe holes, and when 
it corr.es to a hole a little bigser than 
itself it drops through Into tbe proper 
bin. It Is then rnn through n rat •con- 
tain in r hot water and finally rolls 
down a chute irito a wooden packing 
l.-'S—tfc« ssjme box that you see at the 
pr^-r-r's.
